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Further, it was said before Congress that while the 
Pearl Harbor committee has been organizing, the W ar 
Department, acting under orders of former Secretary 
Stimson, has sent entirely around the world gathering 
affidavits in which officers and men retraci and deny 
testimony they previously gave concerning the break­ 
down at Pearl Harbor. 
Equally upsetting was the discovery that the com­ 
mittee’s own record of its transactions was unreliable, so 
much so that it contained no references to important pro­ 
posals which had been voted down by the I democratic 
majority, 
As special pleading goes, Senator Barkley has done 
quite a job insisting that everything is on the up and up 
and that “ the committee’ lias ample authority. 
He has been in a good many tight holes, and thus 
far has got out, though frequently with loss of dignity. 
Recently, for example, he attempted to make a 
categorial denial that any important papers bearing on 
Pearl I larbor were missing, as had been charged by several 
committee members. 
After a lively exchange, he was tripped and gave I 
this explanation! “Some of the papers were displaced,; 
and have not yet become located. 
But the main thing which appears to have been 
dis­ 
placed and not yet located" is Senator Barkley’s original 
promise that the investigations 
. . ought to be so complete and so fair that no 
person could doubt the good faith of the report and the 
findings made in it, o f those who make it." 
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
